when she directed me to a rooming 
and boarding house, owned and op- 
crated by Mrs. Owen P. Lindsay, ot 
Del Rio, Texas. I had been there just 
n short time when Mrs. Lindsay and 
I discovered to our mutual astonish- 
ment, that we had known each other 
during our childhood days at Steph- 
ens, Arkansas. 


My recollections of her were very 


vague, but I remember-nor brother, - 
Paul Edwards, very well. Paul and I 
attended school at the same time. He 
was in the advanced grades while 
I was in the primary department. 
He was one of my boyish heroes be- 
came he was such a good baseball 
"" 
r. And by a strange twist of 


ww, he was again destined to play 
the role of hero in my estimation 25 
years later. 


My parents left Stephens in 1833. 


Thc Edwards family left two years 
later and moved to south central 
Texas weherc 
they engaged in thc 


cattle business. Mrs. Lindsay grew up 
a typical ranch fiir.1, fearless and self- 
reliant. She was still 
n 
daredevil 


when I knew her at Del Rio. 


One day when Mexican revolution- 


ists wore staging one of their period- 
ical battles at Villa Acuna, the little 
Mexican town across thc Rio Grande 
from Del Rio, Mrs. Lindsaf went down 
to see the scrap. How she managed to 
get through the cordon of guards 
I do not know; but she could always 
do things no other person would dare 
attempt. 


The Mexicans had been warned that 


if they shot into Texas territory our 
forces would intervene. Cavalry and 
infantry were employed along the 
river ready for quick action and they 
were fairly itching for an excuse to 
mix in the fray. 


Horses are Slain 


Mrs. Lindsay and a cavalry ser- 


geant were chatting when they saw 
two panic-stricken 
horses 
emerge 


from thc melee, a Mexican solidcr 
hot in pursuit. When

reached tho Rio Grande, they plung- 
ed in and headed for the Texas side. 
The Mexican deliberately shot 
the 


poor beasts as they floundered in the 
water.

witness stand. Any man who has evi- 
dence in a criminal case anywhere 
ought to testify— and if he fails to 
do so, he should be exposed to the 
contempt of his fellow citizens.

you are for me or against me." 


Thc shirked duty of a prosecutor, 


judge, juryman or witness anywhere 
in this world accounts for a brutal 
murder somewhere else. 


It will probably appear that the 


slayer of Glenn L. Williams is some 
desperado who has bluffed his way 
past citizens and juries in other com- 
munities—and because he was not cut 
down, because common citizens were 
weak and whining and cowardly, be- 
cause of this, Glenn Williams is dead.

PARTY R U L E FAILS 
Military Leaders Execute a 


Coup d'Etat Through- 


out Nation 


SOFIA, Bugarin-(/P)—A coup d'etat 


Saturday established a military dic- 
tatorship in Bulgaria as the climax 'to 
a cabinet crisis. 


'Shortly before d;iwn troops rushed 


from the Sofia barracks, occupied pub- 
lic buildings and took up positions at 
all strategic points in the capital. 


Simultaneously, troops in the pro- 


vincial cities executed similar maneu- 
vers. 


Members of the outgoing cabinet 


were arrested and kept under heavy 
guard. King Boris issued a decree 
dissolving parliament and approved 
the nomination of Kimon Guerorguieff 
as premier, and his new cabinet. 


Before noon the king had signed 30 


decrees, and immediately afterward 
the no wgovernment issued a mnni- 
festoa announcing the creation of an 
"authority government" independent 
of political passions. 


The manifesto issued to the nation 


attributed the change of government 
to the failure of the party government 
system.

Truck Strike Cuts 


Off Food Supply 


Shortage Is Serious in 


Minneapolis and 


St. Paul 


By the Associated Press 


Shortage of food, gasoline and other 


necessities ncarcd an acute stage in 
St. Paul and Minneapolis Friday night 
as 6,200 striking truck drivers tighten- 
ed their picket lines. Gasoline sta- 
tions were stoned and their pumps 
wrecked, bakeries closed for want of 
deliveries, truck gardeners, groceries 
and other shippers hampered by an 
almost 
complete halting of 
motor 


transportation in the twin cities. 


Scores of deputies were assigned to 


keep order, 84 persons were arrested, 
and an appeal was made to the post- 
master-general at Washington after the 
strikers stopped u truck load of gaso- 
line destined for the Minneapolis post- 
office. Beer deliveries stopped dur- 
ing the day, and laundry 
and 
dry 


cleaning drivers announced they would 
join the walkout. 


Gov. Floyd R O'lsou called a confer- 


ence to mediate. The strikers demand- 
ed union recognition, closed shop and 
wage adjustments. 


Agitation for a two-hour general 


strike at Cincinnati May 22, was start- 
ed in leaflets bearing the signature of 
the "Steel mid Metal Workers Indus- 
trial Union," asking support of strik- 
ing employes of thc Formica Insula- 
tion Company. 


Explosion of three harmless bombs 


in two nights at East Thomas, Ala., 
Republic Stud Corporation village, re- 
sulted in a barricade of roads enter- 
ing the town Friday. Company offic- 
ials said they were determined to 
stop "dynamiting terrorism." Furnace 
employes have been striking for sev- 
eral weeks. 


Great Lakes tug crews at Buffalo, 


Cleveland and other Ohio ports were 
idle, hampering ship movements, and 
a general strike at Toledo was under 
consideration. An eight-day strike of 
clay workers in Tuscarawas county, 
Ohio, was ended hy federal media- 
tion. 


At Philadelphia thc S. S. Flomar 


becjini-1 (lie eighth ship of the Calmar 
fleet to be tied up by a sailor's strike. 
It was docked with its load of steel 
consignee) for the new San Francisco 
bay bridge.

Ozarks Desperado 


Is Shot to Death 


Walter Hartley Killed on 


Arkansas-Missouri 


State Line 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo.—(/P)—Shot four 


times in three different affrays Friday 
ith officers, Walter Hartley, 35, notor- 
ious bank robber who escaped from 
the Oiark county jail at Gainesville 
died Friday as he was being taken to 
Gainesville following his capture near 
a hideout just over the Arkansas line 
in Marion county. 


The district where 
the shootings 


took place is heavily 
wooded 
and 


miles from any communication line. 


Surprised early Friday at the home 


of Carlis Ingram, south of Duggins- 
ville, Hartley was shot in the neck 
and shoulder by Highway Patrolmen 
Nathan Massey and Ben Graham and 
Sheriff S. W. Daniel of Ozark coun- 
ty. He fell to the steps, apparently 
dead. 


Graham and Ellison left to get their 


cars, and while they were gone, Hart- 
ley revived. He seized two of the of- 
ficers' shotguns, fired 10 shots as he 
fled into the htick underbrush. He 
uiisse devery time. 


Massey and Sheriff Daniel returned 


his shots and one of them hit him in 
the arm, but he passed out of sight. 
Help from Gainesville arrived and the 
men searched the nearby woods. 


Patrolmen Graham and Massey dis- 


covered Hartley and one of their shots 
downed him. They started to Gaines- 
ville with him, but he died en route, 
about 45 minutes after the last en- 
counter. 


Hartley, with a prison record, two 


jail breaks and numerous charges 
against him, was considered one of 
the "bad men" of the Ozarks. 


Originally from Mountain Grove, he 


served part of a seven-year sentence 
once for robbing the bank of Cabool. 
In 1932, he was convicted of robbing 
the bank of Highlundville. and releas- 
ed under appeal bond, according to 
highway patrol records. The case was 
to come up again soon.

Audit Commission Reports 


$15,000 S\vap of Notes 


for Warrants 


LITTLE ROCK—Eight employees of 


the state highway department con- 
tributed $15,000 to the campaign fund 
of Dwight 
H. 
Blackwood, 
former 


chairman of the commission, who was 
a candidate for governor in 1932, in 
the form of promissory notes which 
were paid in September, 1932, with 
back salary warrants, it was revealed 
in the testimony made public by the 
State Highway Commission Friday.' 


The notes ranged in amounts from 


5100 
to $440 and, without exception, 


equaled the reduction in salary of 
each employe for May, June, July 
and August. Thc 
reductions 
were 


made after the legislature at a special 
session in April 1952, limited adminis- 
trative expenses of thc Highway De- 
partment to $8,333.33 a month and di- 
rected that highway funds, with cer- 
tain exceptions, be impounded until 
September 1 to meet bond and inter-" 
est maturities. 


Testimony of former Highway De- 


partment employes who were retain- 
ed by the new commission was to 
the effect that the late Victor A. 
Kleiner, chief clerk and auditor under 
the old Highway Commision, suggest- 
ed that employes be asked to sign 
notes for contributions. 


The four months' pay cut was re- 


stored September 1, 1932, in the form 
of back salary warrants, which the 
employes t ho who had signed notes 
endorsed andturned over to the High- 
way Department cashier, receiving in 
turn their campaign fund notes. 


Several witnesses 
testified 
they 


were given to understand that they 
would not have to pay any cash out 
of their pockets to meet the notes, 
but that after September 1, 1932, they 
would receive salary increases equiva- 
lent to the reductions made in May 
and that the increase would take 
care of the notes by December 31. 


Only one witness said he under- 


stood that Uie notes were to be 
with back salary warrants. 


Several witnesses testified that they 


were not asked to iontribute to the 
campaign fund, tiiat they did not 
sign notes that they did not rereive 
any back salary warrants and that 
their salaries were not raised Sep- 
tember J.

Glenn L. Williams, 39, keepei' of the 


Fulton toll bridge over Red rjver 15 
miles west of here, was shot to death 
by a mysterious gunman betwien 2:30 
and 3 o'clock Saturday morning. 


Hempslead and Miller county of fie-' 


ers are working on two theories. 


One is that Williams was shot down 


in cold blood after he recognized a 
man who stopped to pay toll as Clyde 
Barrow, 'Southwestern desperado who 
is wanted for a dozen cold-blood kill- 
ings, or some other widely-publicized 
outlaw. 


The other is that Williams was kill- 


ed when he put up resistance against 
an attempted robbery of the bridjje. 


Verdict of Bobbery 


A coroner's jury returned a" verdict 


at noon that Williams "came to his 
death from gunshot wounds inflicted 
by an unknown person or persons in 
an attempt to commit robbery by use 
of fire-arms." 


The cash drawer, found partly open, 


was short J4.50. About ?25 was left 
untouched, part of which was1 secret- 
ed under the cash register. 
J 


.Williams was shot once with a .33 


calibre pistol, the bullet entering.his 
upper lip, knocking out three teeth, 
clipping part of his tongue and lodg- 
ing at the base of his neck. He died 
almost instantly.

WASHINGTON — When the chill of 


next autumn strikes the unemployed 
and needy, there will be ready a new 
system of federal relief, one which 
will combine the best features of the 
PWA, 
last winter's CWA, and 
the 


newly launched, far-reaching housing 
repair and renovation campaign. 


Each—except the housaing campaign 


and that already sees the rocks of 
union labor wages and code prices in 
its econonimc path—has had its dis- 
appointing feature.

Truck Driver Saw Sedan

A Kroger truck driver reported to 


officers at Texarkana Saturday morn- 
ing that he passed over the bridge 
about 2:30 o'clock. He recalls passing 
the sedan about 500 yards west of the 
bridge. The sedan was headed east 
toward Hope. 


A checkup at the bridge Saturday 


morning showed that the Kroger truck 
was the last to pass over the bridge 
before the killing. The driver of the 
truck, alone and in the dead hours of 
night, said he did not notice the sedan 
in particular. He could not say how 
many were riding in the car. 


Officers believe it 
contained 
the 


killer. Who he was, is the most baf- 
fling mystery in the annals of Hemp- 
stead county criminal records. 


Williams either recognized him or 


made an attempt to stall off a robbery, 
police believe. 


Sounded Alarm 


Evidence showed that the gate-keep- 


er, after being shot, sounded an alarm 
by pushing a small switch. The shot 
and alarm awakened Quinn. Blood- 
stains were found on the alarm switch 
which continued to ring until Quinn 
released it. 


Quinn's version of the killing was 


that Williams was inside the tollhouse 
when shot. After being wounded, it 
was Quinn's opinion, that Williams 
went to a corner of the toll house and 
picked up the rifle to prevent his as- 
sailant's escape. 


Following the shooting no cars pass- 


ed over the bridge for nearly an hour. 
In the meantime Hempstead and Mil- 
ler county officers had arrived and 
started an investigation. 


Red Scott and Robert Cornelius, ne- 


groes, living near the bridge, told of- 
ficers 'Saturday they heard a report 
of a pistol, but thought it was a car 
backfiring. They said that they saw 
no car leave the bridge.

- WASHINGTON.-Old Clarence Dar- 
row is in his 78th year. If you didn't 
know him well, he might sometimes 
impress you as doddering and senile. 
His mind often seems to wander. 


But if you think .that's true about 


Darrow, you .get fooled. John P. Sin.- 
clair got fooled that way. Which 
seems to be the reason the National 
Recovery Review Board is all out of 
step but Mr. Sinclair. 


When the board was appointed to 


look out for the interests of the small 
business man under l^RA, with Dar- 
row as chairman and Sinclair as vice- 
chairman, Sinclair's friends spread the 
word that he would be the "brains 
and the dynamo" of the group. 


Sinclair, a handsome, dashing for- 


mer Y. M. C. A. secretary and former 
banker who now writes financial art- 
icles, did his best to play the part. 


At early .Darrow press conferences, 


newspapermen were surprised to find 
him seeming to patronize the old Chi- 
cago lawyer, intercepting questions 
and inserting himself at times when 
they were interested only in Darr.ow. 


War promptly broke out behind the 


scenes when Sinclair undertook to 
choose an executive secretary for the 
hoard. Darrow said he intended to 
give orders, not take them, and a hot 
fight settled the Darrow-Sinclair issue. 


Thereafter .according to board mem- 


bers, 'Sinclair seldom attended hear- 
ings. 


Sinclair, resigning, has attacked the 


board's report charging monopolistic 
features in NRA codes, and criticized 
procedure, on the ground that both 
sides weren't heard. 


The board—which has other mem- 


bers with brains and notable records 
-^says code authorities were asked in 
to every hearing and allowed to cross- 
examine.

Making Snoots at Russia 


The present period of high-hatting 


in Russian-American relations, based 
on the Kerensky debt issue, will be 
ended before the new Export-Import 
bank is ready to finance any Russian 
trade. The Johnson act under which 
Russia i&.held to be a defaulted debt- 
or hasn't affected prospects of a boom 
in such trade. 


Insiders know that it would have 


been some months in any event be- 
fore the bank was ready to go ahead. 


The Rusians put on their snootiest 


faces when they were held defaulters 
and our officials are sticking their 
tongues out at them in return. 


Threaten us with diverting her pur- 


chases elsewhere? 
What kind of a 


threat is that from a country to whom 
our export trade dropped from 5130.- 
000,000 to 59,000,000 in three years? 
(The drop came as Russia completed 
soue of her pnogsams and our leaders 
berame less liberal.) 


Although Russia has wanted to let 


'the debt question ride as long as pos- 
sible, an eventual settlement is ex- 
pected, by which she will pay a high 
rate of interest, which in effect will 
amortize whatever lump sum might 
officially be agreed upon. 


Right now our experts are secretly 


studying operation of an agreement 
the Soviet made with International 
General Electric in 1927, under which 
a debt of $1,750,000 to I. G. E. was to 
be paid off by 7 per cent instead of a 
4 per cent interest on credits for a 
certain amount of goods to be bought. 


The U. S. S. R. didn't buy as much 


as it intended, so little of the debt has 
been paid, but there seems to have 
been no violation of contract. The 
agreement ends this year. 


Russia doesn't want to set a pre- 


cedent by paying pre-revolution debts 
and the administration, for political 
reasons, doesn't dare forget 
those 


debts. But some solution will be 
reached, because"Rufgia needs some of 
our goods, we want iJj* tr?4e.

Fpresight is needed in this problem 
more than in almost any other decis- 
ion concerning youth. 


Higher education is distinctly divid- 


ed into two classes—the academic or

The latter definitely points 
toward a purposeful end from its very 
beginning.

They take a year of this 
and that, "major" in something they 
will, never need and don't intend to 
use; children who know, too, that their 
parents are doing without cream to 
pay for it.

hour investigation Friday of a refund 
pf $21,71;! by the state to four road dis- 
tricts almost three years ago, the 1'u- 
laski county grand jury was believed 
to have returned indictments against 
Ur.ey Hadcii of Jonesboro.

Voluntary witnesses 
before the grand jury included Stale 
Comptroller Griffin Smith, who con- 
ducted the first investigation of the 
refund; A. C. Broadnway, Little Rock, 
who obtained contracts with the road 
districts, and Haden, son-in-law of 
Broadaway, 


During the gran,d jury investiga- 


tions, Broadawuy told a reporter (hot 
he wished ty .explain his connection 
with the transaction, and said his ex- 
planation was that which he gave us 
testimony before the grand jury. 


Others who hqd bqen mentioned in 


the case included Wils Davis, Mem- 
phis lawyer; Claud Duty, Rogers, for- 
mer assistant attorney general; Dwight 
H. Blackwood, former chairman of the 
state Highway Commission; J. Lan 
Williams of Osceola, former member 
of the Highway Cowmission, and the 
ditsrict commisisoners. 


The refund was approved in an 


opinion written by Duty. In a hear- 
ing Tuesday, Davis testified that he 
had paid funds received by him as at- 
torney for Broadaway to Broadaway.

Among the effective illustrations of 


the kingdom of heaven none was 
more vivid or striking than that of 
10 virgins with the 10 lamps, going 
forth to meet the bridegroom. 


The lamps were of no use without 


011 and it might have been supposed 
that oil would have been the first 
consideration, but let any reader who 
has ever been stalled on the high- 
way with an auto out of gas cast a 
stone at the foolish virgins. 


The virgins were fair types of or- 


dinary people and it was not rem,ark- 
able that one-half of them were so 
slack as to go forth without oil in 
their lamps. So it was that, as the 
bridegroom was late, they had fallen 
aslep. 


When they were aroused to meet 


him, the five wise virgins lighted 
their lamps and went forth, but the 
fqolish virgins were put to shame, for 
their lamps h,a^ gone out and there 
was no time for .them to go and buy 
more oil, though they went to seek 
it. The bridegroom came while they 
were gone, and the door was shut. 


Of course the story is construed to 


point the moral that Jesus intended 
namely, that people are just as fool- 
ish concerning thq greater things of 
life as they are about the lesser ones, 
and the foolish are shut out just as 
relentlessly from the high places of 
truth and i grace, if they neglect their 
opportunity, as were these foolish vir- 
gnjs.. 
. The teaching of this lesson is worth 
considering in a rather slack age. We 
do not make quite so much of either 
heaven or hell as we did in former 
generations. We go o nfor the most 
part without that terrible sense of 
destiny that has affected people so 
deeply in the past, but Ihe solemn 
truths of the Scripture are just as 
solemn as they ever were. 


We see men and women make rack 


and ruin of life, not always through 
sinfulness, but ofter through foolish- 
ness. It is not downright evil alone 
that defeats a man's life, but his less- 
er sins and shortcomings as well. 


"I have played the fool." was King 


Saul's candid confession when he had 
made a mess of his life. That was a 
life of tragedy, stark and terrible, 
ending with suicide on a battlefield 
pf defeat the career of a man, splen- 
did in physique and endowment, who 
had been called to high responsibil- 
ity under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 


Tragedy begun in folly—that was 


Saul's history. And tragedy may en- 
ter our lives through folly. 


Be watchful, be well prepared and 


provided; leave nothing to 
chance, 


but bring all of life under the domi- 
nance of its highest opportunity and 
destiny—that is the lesson of the Par- 
able of the Wise and Foolish Virgins.

Cass Gilbert Dies, 
Famous Architect 


Designed the Woolworth 


Building and^Arkansas 


State Capitol 


NEW YORK-(/p)-Cass Gilbert, 74, 


famous architect, died Thursday in 
Brockenhurst, Epgland, his office here 
was notified. His depth was caused 
by an unexpected heart attack. His 
associates said he had been ill but a 
short time. 


Gilbert was best known as architect 


of the Woolworth building in New 
York and of several state capitols. 


Mrs. Gilbert was in London at the 


time of his death. 


Officers of the American Academy 


of Arts and Letters immediately sent 
her a cablegram of condolence, signed 
by Nicholas Murray Butler, president, 
and Robert .Underwood Johnson, seer 
retary. 


Among the state capitols which Gil- 


bert had designed were those in Min- 
nesota, Arkansas and West Virginia. 
He was also the architect for the 
University of'Minnesota. 


Gilbert frequently had been called 


in by the federal government to aid 
in planning government 
structures. 


Some of his most recent work had 
been in connection with plans for the 
new United States Supreme Court 
building in Washington, 
which 
is 


nearing completion on a site facing 
the capital. He also had designed the 
Treasury annex in Washington. 


Theodore Roosevelt, when president, 


named him chairman of the Council 
of Fine Arts, and President Taft ap- 
pointed him to the National Commiss- 
ion of ;Fine Arts. 


He was honored repeatedly with 


medals at expositions, and the Univer- 
sities of Michigan, Oberlin College, 
and Middlebury College awarded him 
honorary degrees.

mankind has learned to combat them. 
O'ne of the most potent destroyers of 
flies in the home is Fly-Tox, produc-

Corporation. It is a liquid which is 
deadly to flies even when only a fine 
mist is sprayed in the air where the 
flies are found and it is harmless to 
people.
